London, Aug. 23.—The town of 
Albert, eighteen miles* northeast of 
Amiens, on the Ancre river, has been 
recaptured by the British, who also 
have obtained all their objectives in | 
the fighting today between Bray-Sur- 
Somme and Albert, according to the 
official acommunic&tion from Field 
Marshal Haig tonight. Over the six- 
mile front the British advanced two 
miles. More than 
5,000* prisoners 
have been captured in two days. The 
text of the British statement reads: 
“At 4:45 o'clock this morning our 
troops attacked the positions of the 
enemy between the Somme and the 
Ancre riven.

He tells of his rescue as follows: 
“After I was within twenty or thirty 
yards of the bank I felt my legs cramp 
and realized that I was near to drown­ 
ing.

Half conscious, I 
struggled to the surface, expelled some 
of the water from my lungs, but was 
unable to swim, and again went down.

Wheat for Winning the War. 
From Farm and Ranch. 
Specialists of the United States de­ 
partment of agriculture state that 
the government deems it desirable 
that the acreage sown to wheat this 
fall and next spring shall be suffic­ 
ient to assure, if possible, a harvest 
acreage of wheat in 1919 aa large as 
the acreage harvested this year. This 
will require an acreage of not less 
than 45,000,000 this fall. These rec­ 
ommendations for winter wheat rep­ 
resent an increase of 7 per cent; 12 
per cent tor the country as a whole. 
According to statistics in previous 
years from 45,000,000 acres of wint­ 
er wheat we should expect a yield of 
630,000,000 bushels compared to an 
estimated yield this year of *557,000,- 
000 bushels. This estimate is based 
upon an acre-yield of 15.7 bushels 
and an average abandonment of IO 
per cent on account of winter-killing. 
Texas is asked to Increase the acre­ 
age of winter wheat 7 per cent; most 
Southern states 5 per cent. Oklahoma 
sowed a large acreage in 1917 and is 
asked to increase but 4 per cent. 
Kansas is not asked to increase as 
it sowed a record crop in 1917. 
It is hoped that the season will be 
favorable for sowing. Weather has 
more influence than any other fac­ 
tor. Most farmers see the value of 
wheat and they will need no further 
admonition to sow liberally. There 
will be an abondance ofw inter wheat 
sown in the Southwest if we get 
moisture which we confidently ex­ 
pect
